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Applicant's response, including amendment, has been carefully considered. The prior 
art rejection made in the final rejection is withdrawn in view of applicant's response. The 
response filed included a translation of a prior art Japanese reference the Japanese 
language version of which was already of record. The disclosure now available to the 
examiner in the form of this translation forms the basis of a new rejection necessitated by 
applicant's response. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country 
or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application 
for patent in the United States. 

Claims 2,3,5,7,10-15,20,24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by JP 09-157530. 

Examples 5 and 8 of the reference teach a process wherein 60 parts by weight 
asphalt is heated to 145 C and then combined with an additive including 0.3 parts by weight 
(0.5%) stearyl ester of gallic acid to form an emulsion. This emulsion is coated onto 
aggregate wherein the emulsion breaks and the asphaltic component tenaciously adheres to 
the aggregate surface. The coated aggregate is heated to 80 C and subjected to testing to 
confirm adherence. 

Claims 4,6,21 and 23 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the method step of combining the 
asphalt and the gallate ester in the presence of water. The Japanese patent reference is 
expressly and exclusively drawn to improvements to asphalt emulsions. 

Claims 21,25 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art of record fails to teach the 
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combination wherein gallic acid and the corresponding alcohol are added separately to the 
asphalt or suggest that they would exhibit the same properties or react to form the ester in 
situ.
